A THREATENED CALAMITY. 

If the charter of 1872 be adopted next Fri- 
day, there will be a complication of raumici- 
pal affairs that will amount to a public 
calamity. Here are the sections of the law 
leading to the confusion : 

Section 3. If a majority shall vote for such 


charter, etc., such city shall thenceforth be | 


deemed to be organized under this act, and 
the city officers then in office shall thereupon 
exercise the powers conferred on like oflicers 
in this act until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified.” 


Section 14. The Mayor shall “hold his |

Section 30. In cities of over 190,000 in-

two years.” 

Section 48. 4 general election for city 
officers shall be held on the third Tuesday of 
April of each year.” 

Section 49, At the general election held in 
1873, and biennially thereafter, a Mayor shall 
be elected in each city. 

Section 52. Aldermen elected at first elec- 
tion to be classified—one-half to serve one 
year and one-haif two years, and one-half to 
be elected annually thereafter. 

It was intended by the law that any city 
wishing to adopt the act of 1872 should do 
so before April of 1873, 78, 77, and any 
other odd year, so that the election of city 
officers could take place on the third Tuesday 
of April following; but our Common Coun- 
cil defeated this by postponing the vote op 
the charter until after the date in 1875 fixed 
for the election for officers, and thereby post- 
poning the election for Mayor, in case the 
new charter shail be adopted, until April, 
1877. | ’ 
The charter of 1872 provides that a Mayor 
shall be elected on the third Tuesday in 
April, 1873, or on the same date in any odd 
year thereafter; and that a general election for 
one-half the Aldermen and other city officers 
shall be held on the third Tuesday of April 
annually. The time having passed for 1875, 
there can be no election in 1875 under that 
act. 

If the charter be adopted now, the pres- 
ent Mayor, under the provisions of the 
law, would hold over until April, 1877, and 
the Aldermen and other elective officers until 
April, 1876. 

But the Constitution interposes and prohib- 
its any legal extension of the term of any 
elective officer, It says: Wo law shall be 
passed which shail operate to extend the time of 
any public officer after his election or appoint- 
ment.” | 
The terras of office of the present Mayor 
and all the other elective and appointive 
officers and of one-half of the members of 
the Comamon Council expire on the first Mon- 
day in December, 1875. Under the old charter, 
their successors will be chosen in November 
next. But if the charter of 1872 be adopted, 
the old charter is killed, and then the Mayor. 
Treasurer, Collector, City Attorney, and 
other officers, including the Comptroller and 
Corporation Counsel, and one-half the Com- 


‘mon Council, will go out of office on the first 


Monday in December, 1875, and, until the 
election in April, 1876, these offices must re- 
main vacant, and in case of the Mayor must 
remain yecant until 1877. It is impos- 
sible to estimate the calamity that will 
follow such a condition of things. 
There will not be a quorum of the 
Common Council, and there is no authority 
anywhere to provide temporarily for the in- 
terregrum.

It was the work of an intellectual giant be- 
cause he had to meet circumstances, evidence, 
letters, documents, and confessions that 
would have overwhelmed and buried any 
other man. He was called to put upon the 
appearance of guilt the appearance of inno- 
cence.

It is in this view of the matter that the 
outcome cf Bexcuxn’s cross-examination must 
be regarded as a great intellectual triumph.

The theory of his church and lay supporters 
was that he had advised Mra. Tinton to sep- 
arate from her husband on account of the 
latter's infidelities, and hence the dissen- 
sion and the remorse.

It is 
the only theory advanced that can command 
any respect as an explanation of his letters, 
and his general policy with reference to the 
scandal up to the time of the final explosion 
in the Bacon letter. It is equally well 
adapted to the lawyers’ charge of conspiracy, 
and to Mr. Bxronrn's present declaration that 
he did not believe he was undergoing de- 
liberate blackmail. It is the only theory that 
renders possible a misconception on the part 
of Inrox, Morro, and Mrs. Movuron of 
what they took to be confessions of adultery. 
It is the only hypothesis consistent with his 
assertion that the charge of adultery failed to 
make any impression upon him. There is 
nothing else which could sustain Buxcuer’s 
honor, remorse, and intelligence. Nothing 
else, in the assumption of his innocence, 
could excuse the folly of an innocent man 
and an intelligent man committing himself to 
so many evidences of guilt and remorse. 
None other could preserve the chivalry of the 
man and the honor of the clergyman at one 
and the same time. This alone 1s consistent 
with the/ great magnanimity involved in 
Bens prevent professions of kindly feel- 
ing toward Mr. and Mrs. Mouton. 

This central, pivotal explanation from 
which Mr. Bercuen has never departed, and 
from which Mr. Fron has been unable 
to drive him, is that Mrs. Tron had trans- 
ferred to him the affections which she ought 
to have saved sacred her husband alone, 
and that he (Brecuzr) became conscious of 
it and did nothing to preventit. Here Mr. 
Bercuer rests, and here he has been as strong 
and tenacious as only a man of his colossal 
intellect could be. 


If Mr. Brronrn is guilty, how shrewdly has 
he counted upon the sympathies of mankind, 
and how marvelously he hes analyzed the 
processes of human judgment, in adopting 
this line of defense! He has penetrated the 
depths of human nature further than all 
his lawyers. He has opened up opportunities 
for the imagination, the sympathies, and 
the reasoning powers of his jury that no 
other position could have afforded. He has 
adhered to it with a persistency that has al- 
ready carried conviction of his innocence to 
the hearts of many people who were in doubt. 
He has confessed his inability to explain cer- 
tain things, and has acknowledged himself 
powerless to recall impressions that, on any 
other theory than this, it would have been 
absurd to admit the possibility of having 
been ignored or forgotten. He has been 
committed to lapses of memory which, in a 
man of his great intellect, would have been 
incredible except under such circumstances. 
What may not a true, righteous, and honor- 
able man, occupying the first pulpit in Amer- 
ica, have done when he had a revelation that 
a woman whom he respected, and the wife 
of his most intimate companion and friend, 
had conceived an unholy love for him, and 
which he had not repressed! This is the 
speculation which Mr. Bercuxr has left to 
the jury and to the public, and it is a fruitful 
theme which will in most cases be worked 
out to his advantage. It is no anawer to say 
what a plain, common-sense, matter-of-fact 
man in the ordinary relations of life would 
have done. There are two reasons why such 
an answer will fail to break down the strength 
of Mr. Bexcuer’s position,—first, because he 
was not a matter-of-fact man in the ordinary

THE STOREY LIBEL SUIT. 

A verdict for$25,000 damages a, ainst a news- 
paper in a suit for libel is likely to arrest atten- 
tion everywhere. It is one of the largestawards 
ever given in a suit of this character in the 
United States. This was the award of the 
jury yesterday in the suit brought against the 
Chicago 7'imes by Miss EAxLx, of Rockford, 
for defamation of character. 

The case is a remarkable one in every re- 
spect. The libel was printed about a year 
ago. It charged sexual relations between Miss 
Earry, the daughter of the then President of 
the State Senate and acting Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, and Mr. Crawrorp, a member of the 
Legislature. The charge was made with the 
greatest circumstantiality, and couched in 
language that is too repulsive and obscene to 
repeat or characterize. Miss Eantx had a 
stainless reputation, and the publication of 
this article was not merely a shock to ihe 
moral sense of the community, but excited 
the most viole—it indignation in the City of 
Rockford. A suit was brought in Miss 
Eariy’s name for $50,000 damages. It was 
felt by her family and friends that in this 
way alone could her fair name be fully vindi- 
eated and the publisher of the libel properly 
punished, 

The trial was very brief. The publication 
was admitted, and there was no attempt at 
It was sufficient to develop, 


| however, the most reckless journalism that 


has ever been exposed. The evidence showed 
that the publication was prompte by the re- 
ceipt of four letters at the office of the 
Times (only two of which were pro- 
duced), written by persons unknown to 
the office; that Mr. Sronur received these 
letters, partially read them, and turned them 
over to one of his assistants to prepare for 
publication; that the latter turned them over 
to another assistant, with instructions to 
write up an article from them; and that an 
article, purporting to bea special telegraphic 
dispatch from was prepared in the 
Times office, making the infamous charges. 
It did not appear from the evidence how 
closely the writer adhered to the information 
given by the letters, how much he distorted 
or enlarged upon them. It did come out, 
however, that the Times had a special corre- 
spondent in Rockford, to whom it might have 
referred the matter for investigation, and so 
have ascertained immediately the truth or the 
falsity of the charges, but tliat Mr. Srongy 
did not take any steps to do this. It also 
traispired from the evidence that the only 
retraction made in the case was subsequent 
to a special investigation some time after the 
suit was commenced against the concern, 
and the retraction was only in the shape of a 
reference to a dispatch from Rockford stat- 
ing that the Times had been deceived by 
letters it had published. The Court. held 
that this retractfon was not enough to cover 
the case. It was also shown in evidence 
that the editor had offered a reward for the 
discovery of the persons who sent the de- 
famatory letters. This was the case. 

The jury, under the instructions of the 
Court, were unable to find extenuating cir- 
cumstances, and it is said that the majority 
were in favor of awarding the full amount of 
$50,000; but, after a long deliberation, ex- 
tending far into the night, there was a com- 
promise on $25,000, the final award. As the 
lady’s character is above reproach, and no 
such libel after its exposure could have been 
damaging to her reputation for chastity and 
purity, the verdict must be regarded as an 
award of punitive damages, as the only way 
in which the offense could be properly pun- 
ished. 

It is not unlikely that this large award will 
encourage a great many persons to bring 
vexatious libel-suits against newspapers here 
and elsewhere without any real grievance, 
and with purely mercenary motives. This is 
the penalty which decent newspapers have to 
suffer for the offenses of indecent news- 
papers, and it is the reason why publishers 
of every other daily newspaper in Chi- 
cago open the Tunes each morning with a 
sort of apprehension that it may contain 
some dreadful libel, which, if successfully 
punished, mgy breed a crop of vexatious 
suits against all the other papers for publish- 
ing matter which otherwise would never have 
been imagined to be libelous. 

In publishing a metropolitan newspaper, it 
is utterly impossible for the editor to see or 
know all, or even half, of the matter which 
each night goes into his paper. The best he 
can do is to give general instructions to his 
subordinates to be as careful and circumspect 
as possible, and not knowingly and malicious- 
ly to authorize any libelous statements to be 
inserted, Andif, by inadvertance or misun- 
derstanding of the facts, an injfistice is done, 
a eorrection or explanation should be made. 

But in the light of the testimony present- 
ed at the trial, after making due allowance 
for errors and accidents, there still seems to 
have been absolutely no excuse for the ob- 
scene article in the Times which has cost the 
concern so dearly if the verdict is allowed to 
stand. And whatever may be the-final result, 
if it shall induce ordinary prudence and a 
reasonable degree of deference to truth and 
decency hereafter, the reform will not be 
purchased at too high a price.

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THE LOUISIANA CASE AGAIN. 

There seems to be trouble brewing in 
Louisiana again, notwithstanding the recent 
compromise. If we understand the facts 
correctly, the new trouble arises as follows: 
The State Returning Board returned as elect- 
ed fifty-one Democrats and fifty-one Repub- 
licans, leaving five seats undetermined. The 
Congressional Committee, in their award. 
gave these five seats to the Democrats, with. 
perhaps, some others, giving the Democrats 
a majority of the House. After the Dem- 
ocrats left the House on Jan. 4, the Repub- 
licans, in order to geta quorum, declared 
that four Democrats who had been declared 
elected by the Returning Board had not 
been elected, and that four Republicans not 
returned by the Returning Board had been 
elected, and these four Republicans 
have been sitting in the Legislature 
ever since. Now. that the, House 
has been reorganized under the award of the 
Congressional Committee, the Conservatives 
or Democrats have decided to unseat these 
four Republicans and admit the four Demo- 
crats returned elected originally by the Re- 
publican Returning Board. The effect of 
this action, politically, is to give the,Conser- 
vatives a greater majority in the House than 
the Republicans have in the Senate, and, in 
case of any joint meeting of the two Houses, 
there will be a Democratic instead of a Re- 
publican majority. Viewed abstractly, upon 
the mere merits of the case, the admission of 
these four Democrats is perhaps just. But 
the present organization of the House is, to a 


‘large extent, independent of the actual re- 


turns. It is a compromise, and if the action 
of the House violates the status of 
the respective parties as established 
by that compromise, then it is mischievous ; 
it Offers provocation to the other side to also 
disregard the compromise, and thus get 
things back to where they were before the 
settlement. Whether it is a violation of the 
compromise or not ought to be a matter of 
easy determination. Did the Congressional 
Committee recognize these four Democrats, 
who had been declared elected by the Re. 
turning Board, as having been elected and as 
members of the House, or did they recog- 
nize the four Republicans, who had been ad- 
mitted to their seats while the Democrats 
were out, as the legal members of the House ? 
Whoever the Congressional Committee pro- 
nounced as the legal members should be 
maintained in their seats, and it is an act of 
bad faith, as well as bad policy, for either 
party to attempt to set aside the award and 
thus renew all the trouble, and plunge the 
State into anarchy again. 


AN IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

There remains a good deal of important 
and useful work for chemists in this world. 
Perhaps the world would be better off if the 
learned men gave the same amount of time 
to the ascertaining of more extended control 
over matter that they now give in tracing the 
relations between matter and mind, Even 80 
devoted a psychologist as Herszrr Spencer 
makes a virtual admission of this in his gen- 
erakcomplaint that common, every-day arti- 
cles of use are of awkward and cumbersome 
construction, and might be supplanted by 
utensils of simple contrivance that would con- 
tribute immeasurably to the convenience and 
comfort of mankind. There are scores of 


things in daily use almost universally neglect- , 


ed by the scientists. Why cannot heat be 
supplied to the houses of a city for cooking 
and warming purposes as well as water and 
gas? Why cannot some general and inex- 
pensive system of ventilation be devised, ap- 
plicable alike to public and private buildings, 
to honses great and small? Why cannot 
some fire-proof material be invented to pro- 
tect the roofs and walls of cheap and modest 
houses ? Some notable omission in the work 
and progress devolving on scientific men, and 
particularly on chemists, will occur to almost 
every one who gives the subject thonght. 

M. Franocomws pz us Bast, a French en- 
gineer and savan, has set scientific men of 
the day a good example. He has been at 
work seven years to discover a means of 
toughening glass, so as to deprive it of its 
presént brittleness and yet preserve its trans- 
parency. His success induces the belief that 
this desideratum has been almost attained. 
An interesting accountof the stage to which 
his experiments have reached is given by the 
London Times in an article which we transfer 
to our columns this morning. It is strange 
that, in the 2,000 years that glass has been 
manufactured, this result has never been 
worked out. Tough and malleable glass 
is included among the lost arts” of 
the ancients which afford such interesting 
study; but it is doubtful whether the 
statement is correct. It depends almost 
solely upon Piory’s accounts that there was 
glass in ancient times which, when thrown 
upon the ground, was merely indented, and 
which could be restored to shape with a ham- 
mer like tin, or brass, or thin iron. It is 
very strange, however, that among the 
thousands of pieces of ancient glass which 
have been preserved there should not be a 
single specimen of this character. It has 
been suggested, with more plausibility, that 
Pury was misled by thé glassy appearance 
of some metallic salt, which would have this 
malleable quality, and that he mistook this 
for glass. M. px LA Bars discovery may, 
however, show that it was possible, if this 
discovery be pushed still further. 

So far as the French process has gone, it 
has given glass much greater harfiness and 
toughness than it ever had before, but not 
malleability. It consists of plunging thé 
glass, heated to a certain temperature, into a 
h oleaginous compound, the composition 
of w is not stated. It was found by 
comparative tests that a 2-ounce brass weight, 
falling from a height of 24 inches, would 
shatter a piece of thick plate-glass about 6 


inches square; but the same weight dropped 


from a height of 10 feet on a thin piece of 
the toughened glass of the same size failed to 
make an indentation, and simply rebounded. 


Even an 8-ounce metal weight, falling from 
a height of 4 feet, did not break the tongh- 
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to a great extent of earthenware and of cer- 
tain metals now applied to certain uses, not 
because they are well adapted thereto, but 
because they are better than anything else 
we have. Its capability of resisting the ac- 
tion of acids as well as heat will then open 
up new uses for glass, such as in the manu- 
facture of chemical fire-engines. The final 
results of this French discovery will be 
awaited with great interest everywhere. 
HIPPOPEAGY. 

Man, the monarch of all he surveys, is fast 
becoming the eater of all hesees. Our range 
of food is immeasurably greater than that of 
our three centuries ago. Science 
has lately been playing household purveyor 
and cook by providing new edibles and by 
devising improved ways of preparing old 
ones so that their disagreeable qualities are 
smothered in gravy, disguised by sauce, or 
drowned, like CLA cn, in generous wine. 
A few months ago, an enthusiastic and 
omnivorous person published in an En- 
glish magazine the story of his dinners, 
From rat to elephant, there was nothing he 
had not eaten. Stewed snakes had satisfied 
his inner man and fricasseed cat had been a 
toothsome morsel for him. Such a connoisseur 
should have been one of the sixty-five guests 
who sat down at a Franco-Anglo-American 
Horse, Mule, and Donkey Banquet” at the 
Grand Hotel, Paris, on the 5th of April. The 
first dish was horse-soup, but it masqueraded 
as consomme de cheval auz croutes grillees. Its 
delicious flavor, largely due, no doubt, to ex- 
dquisite French cookery, converted half the 
company forthwith. They attacked horse- 
sausages boldly, and found them good, but 
ass’ liver was rank and bad. Roast horse, and 
horse, mule, and ass tongues were deciared 
to be as good as deer or ox. The mule cut- 
lets were bad,—in fact, painfully like the beef - 
steak set before the wandering Briton in 
Parisian restaurants. A fricandeau of ass 
was the success of the evening.” The 
meat was close-grained, tender, and juicy,” 
and the flavor was ‘‘ indescribable and emi- 
nently agreeable.” Later in the evening, 
asses’ mib batter made of it, and horse-oil 
were placed upon the table and used by 
many of the guests, who had no suspicion of 
the real nature of their relishes. When the 
serious work of eating was over, a number of 
Speeches were made which rode the hobby of 
hippophagy to death. Rosinante was pic- 
tured as far more beautiful in death than in 
life. The succulent qualities of Sancuo 
Panza’s donkey were dwelt upon. The fright- 
ful loss of good horseflesh was pointed out. 
Thousands of pounds of it are annually given 
to dogs and cats or thrown away. Many hu- 
man beings might live upon the food 
thus destroyed. Yet a horse is usually 
eaten after a slow sickness has killed him. 
Is the diseased flesh that cats and dogs de- 
vour fit food for men and women? The case 
would be different if horses, mules, and asses 
were fattened expressly for the table. This 
is about to be tried in Paris. Hippophagy 
will not long be an unknown art on this side 
of the water, for the Hippophagie Society of 
Paris has offered a medal and $100 to the 
first person who opens a horse-butchtr-shop 
in London or New York. Some enterprising 
Yankee will doubtless gain the prize: Then 
the owner of the donkey wot wouldn't go” 
will simply drive him to the shop and sell 
him by the pound, hide, hoofs, and shoes 
thrown in.

THE STATE INSURANCE, 
NINTH DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chreago Tribune. 

Wrearon, III., April 21.—The State Insurance case 
entered upon its ninth day this morning with the 
promise of rich developments, which, however, were 
not realized. Beside the reading of the deposition of 
Van Inwagen and certain musty court records, the day 
has been given to the re-examination of a huge pile of 
the books of the National Loan and Trust Company, 
which revesled nothing more marked than the bad 
feeling and indecorum of the attorneys in the case, 
and the disgust of Judge and jury at their conduct, as 
well as the character and quantity of evidence taken, 
At times the court-room had the appearance of any- 
thing else than a hail of justice, which was aggravated 
by such exchanges ef compliments as “Keep

Is the introduction of whisky into the jury-room one 
of those “extraneous facts” or “ disturbing causes 
which can be shown by the affidavits of one or more 

ura? It is certainly highly improper, and decided- 
ty diecreditable, to introduce whisky and cards into s 
jury-room during the deliberations of a jury upon a 
cage submitted to them. If done by one connected 
with the case, in whose favor the verdict is rendered, 
or if shown to have influenced the verdict, it certainly 
would be sufficient to euthorize the Court to set it 
aside. The courts have gone beyond this, and held 
that merely the introduction of hquor into the jury- 
room, and ite use by the jury, if not explained, and 
where nothing else appeared, authorizes the courts to 
set aside verdicts. 

These authorities very justly hold that the use 


of Liquor by jurors during their consid- 
| eration of a case submitted to them, and 
while m consultation im their room, 

only illegal, but improper and scandalous. It de- 
serves the severest reprehension, and certainly, when 
traced to a party to the suit, he should be punished by 
the lors of bis verdict at least. 

Bat ip this case there is no proof, no evidence in- 
deed, to reise a suspicion that any one having an in- 
terest in the lands songht to be taken had anything to 
do with furnishing the jury with the whisky or cards. 
it is hoped that it was the result of mere thoughtiess- 
ness, and not with a view of improperly influencing jur- 
ors, beclouding their ju enta, or exciting their pas- 
sions and prejudices. trust, too, that the Court 
will be able to ascertain what the affiant fails to die- 
closé—how, by whom, and for what purpose, whisky 
was introduced into a room to which the jury had ac- 
cess, That it was done by some person in this case is 
shown only by the affidavit of Vanderpool,a juror; 
‘and I am of opinion that such a fact 
| is one of those “ disturbing causes 
which may be shown such evidence. But the more 
recent decisions hold that misconduct of this kind on 
the part of the jury ought not of itself to overturn 
the verdict, unless there is reason to suspect that it 
had an influence on the result. 

The affidavit of Vanderpool falls far short of show- 
ing that the whisky which was drunk by oneof the 
jury so far operated upon Mim as to excite his passions 
or prejudice, drown his sensibilities, or becioud his 
judgment, or otherwise improperly influence his 
Opinion. While the act complained of was not only 
wrong but scandalous, unless it can be explained (as I 
hope and have reason to believe), still it is not suf- 
Bent. as presented, to cast suspicion upon any party 
to this proceeding, or to throw upon him the burden 
of pro that he was in no way connected with it. 
Of itself, theretore, I do not consider it a sufficient 
reason ior setting aside the verdict. 

THE EXCESSIVE VERDICT.
